Nay without fuch a Remembrance 
there wou'd be no fuch Thing as Confcience, becaufe 
it wou'd have nothing to Exercife itfelf upon. On

I am one whom Fortune has been pleafed to beftow 
her Favors upon. Therefore would Live at eafe, and 
Read Books, but toncieve ‘twill be to no purpofe witb- 
out one can retain what «ne Reads,

A. Cicero, Quintilian, and many other Writers 
of Rhetoric have given Rules to affift the Me- 
mory of thofe that are to deliver fet Speeches in Pub- 
lick. But this we fuppofe is hor what you require, 
for thefe Rules only ferve to quicken the Memory : 
But by what Art co render it extenfive, Strong and 
lafting, we beleive has not been delivered by any 
Author of Judgment and S»brieiy, becaufe we 
take the Thing to be impraéticable. The oniy 
Helps to ic that we can think of are thofe ot 
Attention, Repetition and Method or an orderly 
Difpotiion of Things in the Memory. This taft is 
certainly of very great Ufe, and the want of it 
is the moft general Caufe of a defective Memory 
and confequently a Difcouragement to Men (o- 
therwife of good Parts) in the Purfuit of Know- 
ledge. Men that read only for their prefent Di- 
verfion, or to pats away an Hour that wou'd o- 
therwile hang heavily upon them, ordinary keep 
to no Method in their Stuidies, nor evér learn Sci- 
ences by beginning at the fimpleft Principles of 
them, and fo purluing them throughout Metho- 
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dically j but rin from one Author to another ac- 
cording to prefent Fancy. Now fuch a Confufi- 
on of Ideas in the Mind is highly deftructive of 
its recentive Faculty. Whereas thofe that cake the 
contrary Method, and hafsitwate the Mind to a regu- 
lar Courfe of thinking, will every Day increale their 
Treafure of Knowledge and (howéver they may 
be qualitied by Nature) they will not have that 
Reaton ro complain ot a defective Memory. The 
Lord Bacon acknowledges, that there are thole 
that have Written concerning Artificial Memory, 
and doubts nor but thar thofe that pleafe ro abufe 
this Art to Oftentation, may perform feemingly 
Great and Prodigious Things by it: Bur how ro 
render fuch a Memory really Serviccable in the 
Serious Affairs of Life, he fays, has not been yet 
fhewn, and hasbeen bur faintly endeavoured after. 
“ To be able, continues he, at once hearing to 
« repeat orderly a Great Number of Names or 
*¢ Words; ot to make Verfes Extemporé upon any 
© Subjeét ; to be quick at Repartee or Jefting, 
“ orto raile Difficulties to whatever is Prop fed 
‘6 by Sopbiftical Argumenrs or Subril Evafions ; 
“ and the like (of which there is great Plenty in 
%& the Faculties of the Mind, and which with Inge- 
& nuity and Exerciie may be improved ro a Miracie) 
© ali thefe and the like we make no more Account of, 
© than ofthe Agility and Sports of Rope-dancers and 
“ Mimicks; for they are almoft the fame Thing; 
© Gnce thefe are Abufes of the Functions of the 
** Body, the other of the Mind, and may perhaps 
‘© have in them tomething deferving Admmiration, 
© but little of Dignity or true Value, 

Q. Gentlemen, I hope your Apollo i a Phrentick 
Fir, has not come to rob you of yourOracle, or that 
you have drunk of Lethe, and forgok your Metaphyficks. 
Vol. IL. Numb. 48. you begin to fhow the Imp [fibi- 
lity of the Eternity of Humane Exiftence, &c. 

A. The Solution of that Queftion was foifted in, 
withour our Knowledge, and taken (as we have 
fince difcover’d ) from the Athenian Oracle, to con- 
vince you the Anfwer was none of ours, you may 
there read it verbatim.

fend all his Cavairy to fupport them, 2 
Charles doing the like, the H -rle of the i» 
mies came ro a general Engagement. which i 


fome Hours; but at latt the Trocps of the Luke 
Anjou gave way. The Slaughter was very great, 
both on the Field of Barrie and in the Purfuir, and 
the General who Commanded the Cavalry of the 
Duke of Anjou, with feveral other Perfons of Nore, 
wore taken Prifoners. The Duke of Anjou retired 
to Lerida with his Foor, and when the Count de 
Altheim was difpatch’'d away by Kirg Charles to 
carry this good News ro the Queen, that Prince 
was Marching with his whole Army to purfue the 
Enemy. General Sranhopa, who in the whole A&t- 
on exprefied as much Bravery as Conduct, receiv- 
ed a Contufion on his Right Shou der ; the Lord 
Rochtord and Count Naffau bo-h Brigaciers, were 
Kulled in this Ingagemenr, in which the Regiment 
of Horfe of Lieutenant General Harvey and Gene- 
ra! Carpenter's Dragoons diftinguifh'd themfelves 


in a particular manner.
